Obama claims economy progressing 


■ President seeks continued improvement in next four years

WASHINGTON -Uncompro¬ 
mising and politically em¬ 
boldened, President Barack 
O bama urged a deeply di¬ 
vided Congress Tuesday 
night to embrace his plans 
to use government money to 
create jobs and strengthen 
the nation’s middle class. 
He declared Republican 
ideas for reducing the defi¬ 
cit “even worse” than the 


unpalatable deals Washing¬ 
ton had to stomach during 
his first term. 

In his first State of the 
Union address since win¬ 
ning re-election, Obama 
conceded economic revival 
is an “unfinished task,” but 
he claimed clear progress 
and said he was seeking to 
build on it as he embarks on 
four more years in office. 

“We have cleared away 
the rubble of crisis, and 
we can say with renewed 


confidence that the state of 
our union is strong,” Obama 
said, speaking before a joint 
session of Congress and a 
television audience of mil¬ 
lions. 

In specific proposals for 
his second term, an asser¬ 
tive Obama called for in¬ 
creased federal spending 
to fix the nation’s roads and 
bridges, the first increase 
in the minimum wage in 
six years and expansion of 
early education to every 


American 4-year-old. Seek¬ 
ing to appeal for support 
from Republicans, he prom¬ 
ised that none of his propos¬ 
als would increase the defi¬ 
cit “by a single dime.” 

In the Republican re¬ 
sponse to Obama’s address, 
rising GOP star Marco Ru¬ 
bio of Florida came right 
back at the president, say¬ 
ing his solution “to virtually 
every problem we face is for

It’s official: City’s concealed carry gun ban voted down

Despite earlier promises that 
it would not vote on a concealed 
carry gun ban without first letting 
the public know, the Henderson 
City Commission brought the 
matter back up Tuesday — but 
only so it could put a knife in the 
issue’s heart. 


At the Jan. 22 meeting the com¬ 
mission unanimously passed 
first reading of an ordinance 
that would prohibit the carry¬ 
ing of concealed deadly weapons 
into city-controlled buildings. A 
companion measure would have 
changed the employee manual to 
impose the same ban on city em¬ 
ployees. 

Both measures had been sched¬ 
uled for final reading at a Jan. 24 


special meeting, but were re¬ 
moved from the agenda after an 
outcry arose. A large crowd was 
poised to attend the Jan. 24 meet¬ 
ing, but dispersed when it learned 
that the issue would not be on the 
agenda. 

Commissioner Tom Davis said 
he promised members of the 
crowd the matter would not be 
brought up again without proper 
public notice beforehand. 


The ban affecting city employ¬ 
ees was unanimously rejected on 
final reading Tuesday, and a new 
ordinance that deleted the offend¬ 
ing language was adopted on first 
reading. That prompted Commis¬ 
sioner Robert Pruitt to make a mo¬ 
tion to bring up for final reading 
the ordinance that would affect 
the general public.

exit fiery cabin

BIG BEAR, Calif. - The man 
believed to be fugitive ex¬ 
cop Christopher Dorner 
never came out of a Cali¬ 
fornia mountain cabin, and 
a single shot was heard 
inside be¬ 
fore the 
cabin was 
engulfed 
in flames, 
a law en¬ 
forcement 
official told 
The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

The law 
enforce¬ 
ment official requested 
anonymity because of the 
ongoing investigation. 

A fourth person — a 
deputy — died earlier in 
the latest confrontation 
with America’s most-want¬ 
ed man, which seemed to 
be coming to an end. 

Officials were waiting 
for the fire to burn out be¬ 
fore approaching the ruins 
to search for a body. 

“We have reason to be¬ 
lieve that it is him,” San 
Bernardino County sher¬ 
iff’s spokeswoman Cyn¬ 
thia Bachman said. 

The cabin was on fire 
and smoke was coming 
from the structure in the 
late afternoon after police 
surrounded it in the snow- 
covered woods of Big Bear, 
a resort town about 80 
miles east of Los Angeles. 

Bachman didn’t say how 
the fire started but noted

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Bill would restore some felons’ voting rights

LOUISVILLE - Nearly a quarter-mil- 
lion people in Kentucky are denied 
voting rights due to prior felony con¬ 
victions, ranking among the high¬ 
est disenfranchisement rates in the 
country, a new report said Tuesday. 

Voting booths are off-limits to 
one of every 14 adults in Kentucky, 
nearly three times the national rate, 
according to the report released by 
the League of Women Voters of Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Among blacks, almost one in five 
is disenfranchised in Kentucky — 
almost triple the national rate, it said. 

The findings come as Kentucky 


lawmakers again consider legisla¬ 
tion that would restore some felons’ 
voting rights. Such proposals have 
been stymied for years in the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

“If you believe in redemption ... 
then people who have rehabilitated 
themselves ought to be able to be 
just like any other citizen and be al¬ 
lowed to vote,” said state Rep. Jesse 
Crenshaw, who has championed the 
cause for years. 

With an estimated 243,842 of its 
adults barred from voting, Kentucky 
has the nation’s third-highest disen¬ 
franchisement rate, behind Florida 
and Mississippi, the report said. 

Kentucky has the second-highest 
rate among blacks, it said. 


“Overall, 90 percent of the dis¬ 
enfranchised population is not in 
prison, but living in the community,” 
the report said. 

Nearly three-fourths of those 
Kentuckians have completed their 
sentences, it said. Kentucky is one of 
four states that permanently disen¬ 
franchise all felons, even after their 
sentences are completed, it said. 

A proposed constitutional amend¬ 
ment that cleared a House commit¬ 
tee on Tuesday would make most 
felons automatically eligible to vote 
after serving their sentences or com¬ 
pleting probation or parole. Those 
convicted of intentional killing or

Christians could rejoin Medi-Share under proposal 


■ Firm forced out of state last year 
due to insurance compliance issues 


Panel passes high school drop-out bill

FRANKFORT -Kentucky teenagers would 
no longer be able to drop out of high 
school at 16 under a bill that passed a 
House committee on Tuesday. 

State Rep. Jeff Greer, D-Brandenburg, 
said the measure would save money, off¬ 
setting the costs of keeping possible drop¬ 
outs in school. He said more Kentuckians 
with high school diplomas will lessen the 
number of people on public assistance 
and in prison. 

“It’s kind of hard for me to look at this 
as ‘What’s it going to cost us?’ I think 
it’s ‘What’s it going to save us? What’s it 


going to do for the good of our common¬ 
wealth?”’ said Greer, who co-sponsored 
the bill with state Rep. Reginald Meeks, 
D-Louisville. 

The House Education Committee ap¬ 
proved the measure 24-2. It now goes to 
the full House for consideration. 

The idea of the bill, which has failed 
for years once it got to the Republican- 
controlled Senate, is to change a genera- 
tions-old law that allows minors to drop 
out of school with parental permission. 

Under the proposal, the dropout age 
would be raised incrementally over sev¬ 
eral years to 17 and then to 18, giving both 
students and school districts time to ad¬ 
just to the change.

FRANKFORT - A Chris- 
tians-only health care 
ministry that was forced 
out of Kentucky last year 
could be invited back un¬ 
der legislation that cleared 
its first legislative hurdle 
Tuesday. 

The Senate Banking and 
Insurance Committee vot¬ 
ed 11-0 to pass a bill that 
would exempt Medi-Share, 
a Florida-based cost-shar¬ 
ing ministry, from state 
insurance regulations. 

Franklin County Circuit 
Judge Thomas Wingate or¬ 
dered Medi-Share to stop 
operating in Kentucky 
last year at the request 
of the Department of In¬ 
surance because it didn’t 
comply with insurance 


regulations. 

Sen. Tom Buford, R- 
Nicholasville, said the 
legislation that now goes 
to the full Senate for con¬ 
sideration would allow 
about 800 Kentuckians 
to rejoin Medi-Share. The 
plan resembles secular in¬ 
surance in some ways but 
only allows participation 
by people who pledge to 
live Christian lives with no 
smoking, drinking, using 
drugs or engaging in sex 
outside of marriage. 

Medi-Share contends 
that its participants aren’t 
buying insurance but are 
involved in a charitable en¬ 
deavor to help cover medi¬ 
cal bills of fellow Christians 
and potentially have their 
own expenses covered 
should the need arise. 

Some of the former 


participants — including 
the Rev. Dewayne Walk¬ 
er, pastor of Mount Olivet 
Baptist Church in Lexing¬ 
ton — told lawmakers they 
want to be a part of Medi- 
Share. Walker said Medi- 
Share paid about $250,000 
in medical bills for his 
wife, who had cancer. 

“We are more than 
pleased with the cover¬ 
age we’ve gotten so far,” 
Walker said. 

Buford, chairman of the 
Senate Banking and Insur¬ 
ance Committee and spon¬ 
sor of the bill, said he pro¬ 
posed an easy fix that takes 
Medi-Share and two other 
such ministries operating 
in Kentucky out from un¬ 
der the oversight of the 
Department of Insurance. 

Buford said his ratio¬ 
nale was simple: “The 
Department of Insurance 
regulates insurance com¬ 
panies. This is not an in¬ 
surance company.” 


For the past decade, the 
Department of Insurance 
has been in the unenvi¬ 
able position of having to 
fight against a Christian 
cost-sharing ministry in a 
Bible-belt state. The agen¬ 
cy took the case to court 


because of concerns that 
some Christians might 
mistakenly believe they’re 
paying into an insurance 
plan that guarantees cov¬ 
erage if they’re hospital¬ 
ized. Medi-Share offers 
no such guarantee. 


The legal battle between 
Medi-Share and Kentucky 
revolved around how 
tightly the state can regu¬ 
late the Christian health 
care ministry that serves 
nearly 40,000 people in 48 
states.

What was formerly 
known as room 208 of 
HCC’s administration 
building was dedicated as 
the Dr. Marshall Arnold 
Conference Room during 
a ceremony Monday after¬ 
noon. 

Arnold, who died in 
2006 at age 85, was the 
college’s president from 
1964-1986. For many years, 
he was synonymous with 
HCC. 

“When you thought 
of the Henderson 


Community College, you 
thought of Dr. Arnold,” 
said Cass Wilson, chair of 
the HCC board of direc¬ 
tors. 

During Arnold’s ten¬ 
ure, HCC grew from one 
building to four perma¬ 
nent structures and three 
temporary ones. 

Scholarships, enroll¬ 
ment and fields of study 
offered increased and it 
under Arnold’s adminis¬ 
tration that off-campus 
classes were first offered in 
Union and Daviess coun¬ 
ties. 

One of his greatest 
achievements was hir¬ 
ing quality faculty, some 
of whom still work at the 
college today, said former 
HCC President Patrick 
Lake. 

“Dr. Arnold was a hard¬ 
working, dedicated and 


loyal professional,” he 
said. “I will forever be in 
his debt for making my job 
at HCC smooth.” 

Several of Arnold’s 
friends and family at¬ 
tended the dedication, 
including his widow, Dor¬ 
ris Arnold, children Mac 
Arnold and Martha Ward, 
and several grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren. 

“He would be extremely 


touched by this,” Ward 
said. “Daddy devoted 20 
years of his life to this 
place and it meant a lot to 
him, so this is a real honor 
for him and the family.” 

At the conclusion of the 
ceremony, HCC President 
Kris Williams said good 
work would continue to be 
done in the Arnold Con¬ 
ference Room, “just like he 
would have done.”

Papal hints 
on retirement 
went ignored 

Pope Benedict XVI’s 
decision to retire Feb. 

28, a well-kept secret 
announced Monday by 
the pontiff himself, took 
both the Roman Catho¬ 
lic Church and the wid¬ 
er world generally by 
surprise. But maybe it 
shouldn’t have. 

In 2010, Benedict said 
that if a pope felt no longer 
physically, spiritually and 
psychologically capable of 
handling the demanding 
duties ofthe office, thenhe 
had a right, even an obliga¬ 
tion, to resign. 

But apparently few of 
the faithful took this to 
heart. After all, no pope 
had resigned since 1415, 
more than 70 years before 
Columbus first sighted 
the Americas. The papal 
deathwatch had become 
something of a tradition 
as aging pontiffs clung to 
life and office. 

One wonders how much 
Benedict, 85, was influenced by his mentor and prede¬ 
cessor, John Paul II, who died a lingering death from 
Parkinson’s disease in 2005 but struggled, often in 
heartbreaking fashion, to carry on until the end. One 
had to admire John Paul’s strength of will, but still 
feel the pathos of the once-vigorous priest, who had 
weathered war and communism, shrunken within 
his robes and supported by attendants. 

Benedict had contemplated a life in academe, as a 
theologian, but the church kept calling on his obvious 
organizational talents. He was bishop of Munich for 
only three months before being made a cardinal in 
1977. Four years later, John Paul named him leader of 
the Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith, the 
office that protects and preserves Catholic orthodoxy. 
Benedict was a tireless and sometimes blunt-spoken 
defender of traditional tenets. He fought off the or¬ 
dination of women, and he was criticized as slow to 
react to the church’s sexual-abuse scandal. 

The timing of Benedict’s decision indicates it was 
not arrived at casually. Lent begins this Wednesday, 
giving the College of Cardinals time to convene and 
elect a new pope by Easter, on March 31. 

Benedict had barely announced his decision when 
he was criticized for not continuing the tradition of 
dying in office. But Benedict did what he thought 
was best for the church, “after having examined my 
conscience before God.” 

Preliminary plans call for him to leave the Vatican 
upon his successor’s election, and then go to the papal 
retreat at Castel Gandolfo, just southeast of Rome. From 
there, he can enter a cloistered monastery where, in 
privacy and peace, he can take up the academic life 
he had planned when he entered the priesthood 61 
years ago.

Don’t feel bad if you’re a little ashen 


Good morning, it’s Ash 
Wednesday. 

Fat Tuesday is behind 
us, and Bourbon Street in 
New Orleans is probably 
still piled high with the 
remnants of the Mardi 
Gras bacchanalia. 

I think I’d rather witness 
the courir de Mardi Gras , 
the country tradition in 
south Louisiana in which 
revelers dress in costumes 
and masks made of painted 
window screen, and, under 
the supervision of their 
capitaines on horseback, 
travel from farmhouse to 
farmhouse, crying “cinq- 
sous pour les Mardi Gras” 
— “a nickel for the Mardi 
Gras” — and begging for 
ingredients for the Mardi 
Gras gumbo. A highlight 
is when a farmer tosses 
a chicken in the air, to 
be chased down across a 
muddy field by the well- 
lubricated celebrants. 

More restrained observ¬ 
ers of the season may have 
observed Shrove Tuesday 
by eating tall stacks of but¬ 
tery pancakes. 

Either way, today is Ash 
Wednesday, the day when 
millions of Catholics as 
well as other Christians 
will attend a Mass or 
church service. 

Such services typically 
include the imposition of 
ashes — the placement 
of a smudgy cross on the 
foreheads of worshippers 
as an acknowledgment of 
humility, a recognition 
of mortality and a sign of 
penance. 

“We don’t wear the 
ashes to proclaim our ho¬ 
liness,” writes Father Law¬ 
rence E. Mick, a priest of 
the Catholic Archdiocese 
of Cincinnati, “but to ac¬ 
knowledge that we are a 
community of sinners in 
need of repentance and 
renewal.” 

Ash Wednesday isn’t 
Scriptural, per se. But it 
is ancient; Catholic his¬ 
torians date the tradition 
back to 960. By the 12th 
century, the use of the 
ashes of palm fronds from

the previous year’s Palm 
Sunday observance came 
into practice. 

Further, the Scriptures 
are packed with accounts 
of the use of ashes by those 
who were in mourning or 
in confession. The Book 
of Numbers, for instance, 
instructed the Israelites to 
use the ashes of a burned 
heifer for purification of 
sin. 

Biblical mourners and 
those showing submis¬ 
sion would tear (or “rend”) 
their clothes, put on sack¬ 
cloth and pour ashes over 
their heads; those in par¬ 
ticular anguish, like Job, 
would sit in ashes. Dan¬ 
iel sought the Lord with 
fasting and sackcloth and 
ashes. David’s daughter 
Tamar put ashes on her 
head because she had been 
shamed. In the King James 
translation of Jeremiah, 
the people of Israel were 
admonished to “gird thee 
with sackcloth, and wal¬ 
low thyself in ashes.” 

A smudge today not¬ 
withstanding, Christians 
these days are not much 
inclined to wallow in 
ashes. 

We’re not much for 
donning sackcloth, either. 
I think people of our age 
think of sackcloth as being 
like a burlap bag. But the 
1906 Jewish Encyclopedia 
says that while it was in¬ 
deed coarse and perhaps 
bag-shaped, sackcloth 
was in fact usually made 
of goat’s hair. 

Meanwhile, this is also 
the first day of Lent, which 
for those Christians who 
observe it is the period of 
40 days (not counting Sun¬ 
days) leading up to Easter. 
It is intended to be a period 
of repentance, reflection 


and fasting. 

Jesus himself fasted in 
the Judean wilderness for 
40 days and nights. Ameri¬ 
can Christians aren’t near¬ 
ly so keen to fast; we do 
well to avoid food just long 
enough to get our choles¬ 
terol tested. We embrace 
fasting about as eagerly as 
we embrace speaking in 
tongues (even if that was 
a spiritual gift heartily en¬ 
dorsed by no less than the 
Apostle Paul). 

But there was much 
fasting in the Scriptures. 
Israelites fasted for a week 
after their first king, Saul, 
died. King David fasted 
and wept for a week while 
pleading for the life of his 
first baby son with Bath- 
sheba. Nehemiah fasted 
for days while mourning 
over the news that Jeru¬ 
salem’s wall had been de¬ 
stroyed. Psalmists fasted; 
so did Daniel and Paul and 
the disciples of John the 
Baptist. 

So keen were the Israel¬ 
ites on fasting that Jesus, in 
the Sermon on the Mount, 
saw the need to instruct 
the people on the need for 
sincerity and humility: 

“When you fast, do not 
look somber as the hypo¬ 
crites do, for they disfigure 
their faces to show others 
they are fasting. Truly I 
tell you, they have received 
their reward in full. But 
when you fast, put oil on 
your head and wash your 
face, so that it will not be 
obvious to others that you 
are fasting, but only to your 
Father, who is unseen; and 
your Father, who sees what 
is done in secret, will re¬ 
ward y ou.” 

Jesus often preached 
against hypocrites and 
hypocrisy and, well, show- 
offs. In that same sermon, 
he said: 

“Be careful not to prac¬ 
tice your righteousness in 
front of others to be seen 
by them. If you do, you will 
have no reward from your 
Father in heaven. 

“So when you give to the 
needy, do not announce 


it with trumpets, as the 
hypocrites do in the syna¬ 
gogues and on the streets, 
to be honored by others. 
Truly I tell you, they have 
received their reward in 
full. But when you give to 
the needy, do not let your 
left hand know what your 
right hand is doing, so that 
your giving may be in se¬ 
cret. Theny our Father, who 
sees what is done in secret, 
will reward you. 

“And when you pray, do 
not be like the hypocrites, 
for they love to pray stand¬ 
ing in the synagogues and 
on the street corners to be 
seen by others. Truly I tell 
you, they have received 
their reward in full. But 
when you pray, go into your 
room, close the door and 
pray to your Father, who is 
unseen. Then your Father, 
who sees what is done in se¬ 
cret, will reward you.” 

We suffer no shortage 
of hypocrites today. But 
we’re at little risk of see¬ 
ing an overabundance of 
sackcloth or, after today, 
ashes. 

We won’t witness much 
fasting, either, although I 
know Catholic and some 
Protestant friends who 
will give up something 
for Lent: chocolate, say, 
or beer or texting or Face- 
book. I’ve even heard of 
people who give up gossip 
for Lent. 

Others Christians will 
participate in the Hender¬ 
son County Ministerial 
Association’s Wednesday 
Lenten services, beginning 
at noon next Wednesday 
at First Christian Church 
and then rotating to oth¬ 
er churches up through 
Maundy Thursday and 
Good Friday. It’s an op¬ 
portunity for ecumenical 
fellowship and worship — 
and tasty light lunches and 
tempting desserts in the 
fellowship halls afterward. 

And no ashes are re¬ 
quired.

Help for mentally ill vital in preventing shootings

Following the school 
shootings in December, 
the nation’s gun laws 
seemed the obvious place 
to look to prevent future 
attacks in schools, malls, 
theaters and workplaces.

how to help the mentally 
ill.... 

What should be done? 
While lawmakers weigh 
funding issues, an impor¬ 
tant piece of any solution 
must be education and 


awareness at all levels. 
Until the public has a bet¬ 
ter understanding of the 
signs and best treatment 
of mental illness — and 
erases the stigma attached 
to it — progress will lag. 

As for prevention of 
future tragedies or mass 
shootings, we can do a 


better job of learning the 
signs in someone at risk of 
committing an act of vio¬ 
lence. If we turn our backs, 
we all will suffer. The loss 
of 28 lives in Connecticut 
has rekindled the debate 
about mental illness. We 
must not let the conversa¬ 
tion stop.

WILMINGTON, Del. -A bitter 
custody battle that included 
an international kidnapping 
and prison sentences for a 
former optometrist and his 
mother ended in gunfire at a 
Delaware courthouse, with 
the doctor’s father killing 
his former daughter-in-law 
and another woman before 
fatally shooting himself. 

Delaware State Police 
said 68-year-old Thomas 
Matusiewicz walked into 
the lobby of the New Castle 
County Courthouse on Mon¬ 
day, pulled out a .45-caliber 
semi-automatic pistol and 
shot 39-year-old Christine 
Belford and her 47-year-old 
friend Laura Mulford. He 
then exchanged fire with po¬ 
lice, hitting two officers who 
were protected by armored 
vests. 

Authorities were working 
Tuesday to understand how 
the killings were planned, 
questioning former optom¬ 
etrist and convicted kidnap¬ 
per David Matusiewicz about 
his father and searching the 
older man’s home in Ed- 
couch, Texas. 

Belford and Mulford were 
at the county courthouse on 
Monday to attend a child 
support arrears hearing for 
David Matusiewicz. 

During the shootout, 
Thomas Matusiewicz suf¬ 
fered two gunshot wounds 
but died from a self-inflicted 
gunshot, said Delaware State 
Police spokesman Sgt. Paul 
Shavack. 


■ Bid to head 
Pentagon goes 
to full Senate

WASHINGTON - A bitterly 
divided Senate panel Tues¬ 
day voted to approve Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s nomi¬ 
nation of Chuck Hagel to be 
the nation’s defense secre¬ 
tary at a time of turmoil for 
the military with looming 
budget cuts, a fresh sign of 
North Korea’s nuclear am¬ 
bitions and drawdown of 
U.S. forces in Afghanistan. 

The Armed Services 
Committee voted 14-11 to 
send the nomination to 
the full Senate, with all the 
panel’s Democrats backing 
the president’s choice to 
succeed Defense Secretary 
Leon Panetta. The commit¬ 
tee’s Republicans were uni¬ 
fied in their opposition to 
their onetime colleague, a 
former two-term Republi¬ 
can senator from Nebraska

and twice-wounded Viet¬ 
nam combat veteran. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid, D-Nev., said he 
would move ahead with a 
full Senate vote despite 
Republican complaints 
that he was “jamming it 
through.” A vote is expect¬ 
ed Thursday, and barring 
any surprises, the Senate is 
likely to confirm him. 

Hagel, 66, would take 
charge of a military fac¬ 
ing deep cuts in projected 
spending; challenges from 
North Korea, Iran and 
Syria; and the reduction of 
U.S. combat forces in Af¬ 
ghanistan. 

Democrats, who hold a 
55-45 edge in the Senate, 
have the numbers to con¬ 
firm Hagel on a majority 
vote, but would need the 
support of five Republicans 


before an up-or-down vote 
on the president’s choice 
would be allowed. 

More than a dozen 
Republicans oppose the 
nomination, and the com¬ 
mittee’s ranking Repub¬ 
lican, Sen. Jim Inhofe of 
Oklahoma, is insisting 
that any confirmation be 
based on 60 votes rather 
than a majority of the Sen¬ 
ate. But several Republi¬ 
cans reject what would be 
an unprecedented effort to 
delay a vote on a Cabinet 
nominee for defense sec¬ 
retary. 

Hagel faces fierce op¬ 
position from Republicans 
who have challenged his 
past statements and votes 
on Israel, Iran, Iraq and 
nuclear weapons. 

All 55 Democrats are ex¬ 
pected to back Hagel, and 
two Republicans — Sens. 
Thad Cochran, of Missis¬ 
sippi, and Mike Johanns, of 
Nebraska — have said they 
will vote for the nominee. 
At least five Republicans 
have said they oppose a 
filibuster.

Senate gun talks 
make little headway 

WASHINGTON -The toll of 
gun violence and the wide¬ 
spread disgust it has gen¬ 
erated makes it time for 
new federal gun curbs that 
balance public safety with 
gun rights, Democrats said 
Tuesday at the Senate’s lat¬ 
est hearing on restricting 
firearms. 

Republicans said today’s 
unenforced gun laws give 
criminals no reason to 
fear ignoring those laws. 
And they warned that the 
Constitution’s right to bear 
arms must be protected, 
even after unspeakable 
events such as the Decem¬ 
ber slaughter of 20 first- 
graders in Connecticut. 

Each side trotted out its 
own legal experts, statistics 
and even relatives of people 
slain by gun-wielding assail¬ 
ants. In the end there was 
little partisan agreement, 
though Sen. Ted Cruz, R- 
Texas, said cooperation was 
possible on stopping straw 
purchases, in which some¬ 
one legally buys a gun for a 
criminal or a person barred 
from owning one. 

The crowded hearing 
room was filled with people 
from gun control groups 
and according to Sen. Rich¬ 
ard Blumenthal, D-Conn., 
included relatives of some 
killed in the Newtown, 
Conn., elementary school 
shootings. Sen. Richard 
Durbin, D-Ill., chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary 
subcommittee holding the 
hearing, asked friends and 
families of gun victims to 
stand, and dozens rose. 

“We know that we have 
to act,” Durbin said. 

Senate expands 
women’s abuse act 

WASHINGTON -In a solid 
show of bipartisanship, 
the Senate has voted to re¬ 
new the two-decade-old 
Violence Against Women 


Act with new provisions 
to ensure that gays and 
lesbians, immigrants and 
Native-American women 
have equal access to the 
act’s anti-domestic vio¬ 
lence programs. 

The act is credited with 
aiding millions of domes¬ 
tic violence victims and 
reducing domestic abuse 
in the U.S. It expired in 
2011 and Congress has 
struggled to replace it.

Pendleton shooters 
held without bail 

CHICAGO - Two men 
charged in the death of a 
15-year-old Chicago honor 
student were ordered held 
without bail Tuesday at a 
hearing where prosecutors 
contended the shooting 
happened while they were 
hunting for members of a 
rival gang. 

Hadiya Pendleton died af¬ 
ter being shot in a park about 
a mile from the Chicago 
home of President Barack 
Obama on Jan. 29, just days 
after she performed during 
Obama’s inauguration fes¬ 
tivities in Washington. 

Cook County Judge Is¬ 
rael Desierto ordered Mi¬ 
chael Ward, 18, and Ken¬ 
neth Williams, 20, held 
without bail after prosecu¬ 
tors told the judge in chill¬ 
ing detail what happened 
the day Pendleton died. 

Prosecutors said Ward 
and Williams were in a ve¬ 
hicle circling the park when 
they spotted Pendleton’s 
group and thought they 
were rival gang members. 
Williams handed Ward a 
gun, and Ward snuck up on 
the group and opened fire, 
prosecutors said. 

“She was able to make 
it outside of the park and 
then collapsed on the 
street,” Assistant Cook 
County state’s attorney 
Jennifer Sexton said. Pend¬ 
leton died later that day.

SYRIA 


Rebels take small 
base; deaths at 70K 

Rebels captured a small 
military base near Aleppo 
on Tuesday and stormed 
another in the same area 
that protects a major air¬ 
port, a day after seizing 
Syria’s largest dam. 

With the back-to-back 
blows to President Bashar 
Assad’s regime, opposition 
fighters appear to be re¬ 
gaining some momentum, 
expanding their northern 
zone of control while at the 
same time pushing deeper 
into the heart of the capi¬ 
tal, Damascus. 

Rebels have been at¬ 
tacking Aleppo’s civilian 
airport, which remains in 
regime hands, for weeks. 
They now appear to have 
removed the main de¬ 
fenses around the facility. 
Civilian flights stopped 
weeks ago because of the 
intensity of the fighting. 

In New York, U.N. hu¬ 
man rights chief Navi 
Pillay said the number of 
people killed in Syria is 
probably now approach¬ 
ing 70,000. Her comments 
came less than six weeks 
after she said the death toll 
had exceeded 60,000. 

She told the U.N. Secu¬ 
rity Council its deep divi¬ 
sion and inaction over the 
nearly 2-year-old conflict 
had been “disastrous” and 
civilians on all sides had 
paid the price.

Middle East loses 
freshwater reserves 

DOHA -A NASA study 
found that an amount of 
freshwater almost the size 
of the Dead Sea has been 
lost in parts of the Middle 
East due to poor manage¬ 
ment, increased demands 
for groundwater and the 
effects of a 2007 drought. 

The study, to be pub¬ 
lished Friday in Water 
Resources Research, a 


journal of the American 
Geophysical Union, ex¬ 
amined data over seven 
years from 2003 from a 
pair of gravity-measur¬ 
ing satellites. Research¬ 
ers found freshwater re¬ 
serves in parts of Turkey, 
Syria, Iraq and Iran along 
the Tigris and Euphra¬ 
tes river basins had lost 
117 million acre-feet of its 
total stored freshwater. 

About 60 percent of the 
loss resulted from pumping 
underground reservoirs for 
ground water and another 
fifth due to impacts of the 
drought including declin¬ 
ing snow packs.

Spy heads convicted 
in terror kidnapping 

MILAN - A Milan appeals 
court on Tuesday convicted 
two former Italian spy chiefs 
for their role in the kidnap¬ 
ping of a terror suspect as 
part of the CIA’s extraordi¬ 
nary rendition program. 

The court overturned the 
acquittals of a lower court 
and sentenced Nicolo Pol- 
lari, the former head of Ital¬ 
ian military intelligence, to 
10 years, and Marco Man- 
cini, a former deputy and 
head of counterintelligence, 
to nine. Three other Italian 
agents also were convicted 
and handed six-year sen¬ 
tences. 

Earlier this month, an¬ 
other Italian appeals court 
vacated the acquittals and 
convicted in absentia three 
Americans, including the 
former Rome CIA station 
chief, in the same case. They 
had been acquitted due to 
diplomatic immunity. 

In all, 26 Americans, 
most CIA agents, have 
been convicted in absentia 
in the 2003 kidnapping of 
Egyptian Osama Moustafa 
Hassan Nasr, also known 
as Abu Omar, with sen¬ 
tences ranging from six to 
nine years. It is unlikely 
any will serve time.

Campaigning for pope 
already hits high gear 


■ Benedict’s 
retirement sets 
ritual in motion

VATICAN CITY -It’s a politi¬ 
cal campaign like no oth¬ 
er, with no declared can¬ 
didates or front-runners 
and a taboo against openly 
gunning for the job. But the 
maneuvering to select the 
next pope is under way a 
day after Pope Benedict 
XVI stunned the world and 
announced he would retire 
Feb. 28. 

One African contender 
said Tuesday it was time 
for a Third World pope — 
and said he was free if God 
wanted him. 

Berlin’s archbishop urged 
mercy for the victor, given 
the terrible weight of the of¬ 
fice, while Mexico City Car¬ 
dinal Norberto Rivera asked 
for prayers so that the best 
man might win. 

It’s all part of the ritu¬ 
al of picking a pope, the 


mysterious process that 
takes place behind closed 
doors at the Sistine Chapel, 
where the “princes” of the 
church, the 117 or so cardi¬ 
nals under age 80, vote in 
next month’s conclave. 

Once sequestered, they 
cast secret ballots until 
they reach a two-thirds 
majority and elect a new 
leader of the world’s 1.2 
billion Catholics. 

In the run-up to the con¬ 
clave, cardinals engage in 
a delicate dance, speaking 
in general terms about the 
qualities of a future pope and 
the issues facing the church. 
It’s rare for anyone to name 
names, much less tout him¬ 
self as a candidate. 

If asked, most cardinals 
routinely invoke the re¬ 
frain: “He who goes into a 
conclave a pope comes out 
a cardinal.” 

Such genteel public plat¬ 
itudes, however, belie the 
very real factions within 
the College of Cardinals 
that determine the vote. 

Just because the cardi¬ 
nals all wear the same red 
cassock and recite the same 


prayers doesn’t mean they 
all think alike. They have 
different visions of what 
the church needs, different 
views on critical issues and 
different allegiances: geo¬ 
graphical, sentimental and 
theological. 

This time around, it 
seems geography is very 
much front and center, at 
least in the public debate 
Tuesday, the first day of the 
conclave campaign. 

One of Africa’s brightest 
hopes to be the next pope, 
Ghanaian Cardinal Peter 
Turkson, said the time was 
right for a pontiff from the 
developing world, and that 
he’s available for the job “if 
it’s the will of God.” 

But Berlin’s archbishop, 
Cardinal Rainer Maria 
Woelki, said he doesn’t 
care “whether he is African 
or Asian or Latin American 
or European.” 

More importantly, 
Woelki said, “We should 
treat mercifully the per¬ 
son who has to take over 
such an office, in order not 
to expect of him... possibly 
20,25 or even more years.” 


Pope’s life 
on way to 
dramatic 
changes

VATICAN CITY -The papal 
ring will be destroyed, 
along with other powerful 
emblems of authority, just 
as they are after a pope’s 
death. 

The retiring Pope Bene¬ 
dict XVI will live in a mon¬ 
astery on the edge of the 
Vatican gardens and will 
likely even give up his be¬ 
loved theological writing. 

The Vatican went out of 
its way Tuesday to declare 
that for Benedict, retire¬ 
ment means just that: re¬ 
tirement. 

With speculation swirl¬ 
ing about his future role, 
the Vatican’s chief spokes¬ 
man explicitly stated that 
Benedict will not influence 
the election of his succes¬ 
sor. 

And the Rev. Federico 
Lombardi deepened the 
sense of finality by saying 
that after his Feb. 28 ab¬ 
dication, “objects strictly 
connected” with the pa¬ 
pal ministry will be “ter¬ 
minated.” Among these is 
the papal ring, used as a 
seal for documents, which 
is smashed upon a pope’s 
death. 

And while the first pa¬ 
pal resignation in 600 
years has left behind a 
vast uncharted territory to 
navigate — how does one 
address or even dress a re¬ 
tired pope? — the church 
sought to send a clear mes¬ 
sage that Benedict will not 
be pulling strings from be¬ 
hind the scenes. 

“The pope will surely 
say absolutely nothing 
about the process of the 
election,” Lombardi told 
reporters at a briefing.

LaPierre: ‘Absent-minded’ firearm firebrand

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Associates describe longtime NRA head as intellectual, brash 


WASHINGTON - Wayne 
LaPierre would just as soon 
read a book as fire a gun. 

That’s right, the Nation¬ 
al Rifle Association’s fire¬ 
breathing defender of gun 
rights is more academic 
than marksman. 

“A policy wonk,” says 
Joseph Tartaro, president 
of the pro-gun Second 
Amendment Foundation. 
“He is more professorial 
than you would think.” 

“Wayne is a Washing- 
ton-type person,” says John 
Aquilino, a former NRA 
spokesman who worked 
with LaPierre. “He is best 
characterized as an absent- 
minded professor.” 

A professor, that is, with 
a million-dollar mega¬ 
phone and a well-honed 
ability to dish apocalyptic 
warnings about a tyranni¬ 
cal government angling to 
grab people’s firearms. 

“It’s about banning your 
guns... PERIOD!” LaPierre 
wrote in a January email to 
the NRA’s 4 million-plus 
members. 

For decades, LaPierre, 
63, has been serving up 
heated us-vs.-them rhetoric 
to rally the NRA faithful. 
Usually it works; some¬ 
times it backfires. 

There was his 1995 ref¬ 
erence to federal law en¬ 
forcement agents as “jack- 
booted government thugs.” 
(He later apologized.) 

And his 2000 declara¬ 
tion that President Bill 
Clinton was “willing to ac¬ 
cept a certain level of kill¬ 
ing to further his political 
agenda.” (No apology.) 

And his 2002 com¬ 
plaint that tougher airport 
screenings after the Sept. 
11 terrorist attacks sig¬ 
naled that “I guess it’s OK 
to wand-rape someone’s 
daughter in public.” 

A week after the De¬ 
cember school shooting in 
Newtown, Conn., LaPierre 
gave a fiery speech calling 
for armed guards in every 
school. He blamed vio¬ 
lence on a culture that cel¬ 
ebrates gory video games 
and “blood-soaked slasher 
films” and rewards killers 
with fame. 

“Gun nut!” the New York 
Post screamed on its front 
page. 

“The most revolting, 
tone-deaf statement I’ve 
ever seen,” tweeted then- 
Rep. Chris Murphy, now a 
Democratic senator from 
Connecticut. 

“Call me crazy,” LaPi¬ 
erre retorted on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press.” “I think 
the American people think 
it’s crazy not to do it,” re¬ 
ferring to armed school 
guards. 

In fact, a Washington 
Post/ABC News poll con¬ 
ducted in January found 
that 55 percent of Ameri¬ 
cans said they would 
support a law “placing 
an armed guard in every 
school in the country.” 

In the weeks since New¬ 
town, LaPierre has been 
the ever-present public 
face of gun-rights forces, 
shuttling between speech¬ 
es, hearing rooms and TV 
studios to forcefully reject 
proposals for tighter gun 
controls as misguided ideas 
that will do nothing to stop 
criminals and everything 
to tangle law-abiding 
citizens in a bureaucratic 
nightmare.

Jimmy Carter was presi¬ 
dent when LaPierre first 
went to work for the NRA 
in 1977, and for the past 22 
years LaPierre has been the 
organization’s executive 
vice president, steering it 
through a transformation 
from a clubby marksman¬ 
ship group into a political 
movement adept at beating 
back efforts to tighten fire¬ 
arms regulations. 

Along the way, says Josh 
Sugarman, head of the pro¬ 
gun-control Violence Policy 
Center, LaPierre’s tenure has 
been marked by a willing¬ 
ness to push the envelope 
with over-the-top language 
that casts the government as 
the enemy and stokes “fear- 
driven paranoia.” 

LaPierre has been richly 
rewarded for his efforts: 
NRA tax returns show he 
earned $835,000 in salary 
and $126,000 in other com¬ 
pensation in 2010. 

For all of LaPierre’s 
tough talk, friends and for¬ 
mer colleagues describe a 
soft-spoken man who’s a 
little scattered. 

Aquilino, the former 
NRA spokesman, remem¬ 
bers his former colleague 
oversleeping and missing a 
golf outing with Vice Presi¬ 
dent Dan Quayle. Leaving a 
trail of dropped notebooks 
and papers on the path 
from his office to a cab. 

Aquilino says he once 
asked LaPierre what he 
wanted to do eventually 
and was told, “To tell the 
truth, I’d like to run an ice 
cream parlor in Maine.” 

How does all of that 
square with LaPierre’s 
combative reputation? 

“It’s all done on purpose,” 
says Grover Norquist, 
an anti-tax crusader and 
member of the NRA’s 
board. “It’s hard to say: 
‘The Second Amendment’s 
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LaPierre has 
been with the 
NRA since 
1977 and in 
his current 
position for 
22 years. 


in danger’ 

and say it in a shy, soft- 
spoken way.” 

Or, as LaPierre himself 
put it in a 2000 interview: 
“When I used less strong 
words for the last three 
years, everyone dozed off.” 

No one snoozed in 1995 
when LaPierre signed an 
NRA fundraising letter 
that accused the Clinton 
administration of empow¬ 
ering police to “murder 
law-abiding citizens” at 
will and described the ban 
on semi-automatic weap¬ 
ons as a law giving “jack- 
booted government thugs 
more power to take away 
our constitutional rights, 
break in our doors, seize 
our guns, destroy our prop¬ 
erty, and even injure or kill 
us.” 

Even some NRA mem¬ 
bers were aghast. For¬ 
mer President George W. 
Bush very publicly quit 
the group. LaPierre at first 
defended the letter then of¬ 
fered a qualified apology. 

He’d slipped over the 
line from hard-nosed to 
incendiary in an episode 
that will always brand him. 
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By those standards, his 
words have been gener¬ 
ally more measured since. 
But when LaPierre speaks, 
those who watch him won¬ 
der what undercurrents 
he’s tapping. 

The NRA’s website 
describes LaPierre as “a 
skilled hunter, from Ches¬ 
apeake waterfowl to Afri¬ 
can Cape buffalo.” Online, 
there are lots of suit-and- 
tie photos of LaPierre, and 
a couple of hunting shots, 
including a picture of him 
next to a downed buffalo in 
Botswana. 

The NRA declined to 
make LaPierre available for 
an interview or to answer 
questions about him. 

But former colleagues 
say LaPierre did not show 
great interest in shooting. 
And they’re hard pressed 
to recall any LaPierre hob¬ 
bies beyond devouring 


nonfiction. LaPierre is 
married but does not have 
children. 

“There was an opportu¬ 
nity for him to learn about 
firearms, and he certainly 
knows about them,” says 
Tanya Metaksa, who hired 
LaPierre at the NRA and 
later worked under him. 
“But he’s more the intel¬ 
lectual in his understand¬ 
ing of the history of the is¬ 
sue and the philosophical 
underpinnings of what it 
means to uphold the Sec¬ 
ond Amendment.” 

LaPierre’s path to the top 
of the NRA began with an 
interest in politics, not guns. 

Richmond attorney 
Tom Lisk grew up across 
the street from LaPierre 
in Roanoke, Va., and re¬ 
members him as an avid 
bowler, passionate about 
hockey and politics. As a 
teenager, LaPierre would

take his young neighbor 
along to the bowling al¬ 
ley on Saturday mornings, 
and he’d hang out at Lisk’s 
house to talk government 
with Lisk’s father, who was 
on the city council. 

The NRA executive 
who’s worked against 
many a Democratic presi¬ 
dential candidate over the 
years actually cut his teeth 
working for Democrat 
George McGovern’s cam¬ 
paign in Roanoke back in 
1972, when LaPierre was 
22. LaPierre, who has a 
bachelor’s degree from 
Siena College in Loudon- 
ville, N.Y., and a master’s 
from Boston College, got 
a job early on as an aide 
to Vic Thomas, a pro-gun 
Democratic state legislator 
in Virginia. He worked on 
gun legislation for Thomas, 
and that led to his hiring by 
the NRA in 1977. 

Lisk, whom LaPierre 
later recommended for 
an NRA job, remembers 
LaPierre as “a person that 
people gravitated toward” 
at the organization. 

“Wayne wanted to be 
liked,” says Lisk. 

Richard Feldman, who 
worked with LaPierre at 
the NRA but later had a 
falling out and now runs 
the Independent Firearm 
Owners Association, says 
LaPierre’s success as a 
lobbyist came in part from 
never saying “no” to those 
he might need. 

“Wayne’s approach 
would be, ‘That’s a good 
idea. Yeah, I’m with you 
on that,”’ says Feldman. 
“Meanwhile, he’s doing ev¬ 
erything around your back 
to kill it.” 

When he went before the 
Senate Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee last month, one of the 
questioners was Sen.

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Boom of business keeping Navy Yard afloat

PHILADELPHIA - The city’s 
Navy Yard, a massive mil¬ 
itary powerhouse where 
battleships were born un¬ 
til the Cold War put it on 
ice, is celebrating a mile¬ 
stone that seemed a stretch 
when the Navy shipped 
out 17 years ago. 

Once the nation’s first 
shipyard — its origins date 
to 1776 — the sprawling 
property is now home to 
130 companies and 10,000 
employees in industries 
as varied as fashion, phar¬ 
maceuticals, colleges and 
cupcakes. 

“There was a lot of un¬ 
certainty early on,” said 
John Grady, president of 
the Philadelphia Industrial 
Development Corp. “Peo¬ 
ple weren’t sure what we 
were going to do to replace 
this engine of activity that 
was there.” 

Last week, The 
Navy Yard marked its 
10,000-employee mile¬ 
stone and unveiled an 
update to its 2004 master 
plan that is forecasting 
1,000 apartments, more 
parks and open space, 
more new construction 
and continued adaptive 
reuse of Navy-era indus¬ 
trial buildings. 

About $130 million in 
publicly funded infra¬ 
structure improvements 
at The Navy Yard has 
spurred more than $700 
million in private invest¬ 
ment. About $30 million 
in city wage taxes and $47 
million in state income 
and sales taxes were gen¬ 
erated last year. 


Companies calling The 
Navy Yard home include 
Urban Outfitters and Tasty 
Baking Co., while several 
universities offer classes 
and other schools collab¬ 
orate with private com¬ 
panies on green energy 
research. 

About one-third of the 
130 businesses get some 
form of tax break but are 
in exchange required to 
make a certain amount of 


capital investments or in¬ 
crease employment. 

The 2013 master plan 
update estimates that 
more than 30,000 people 
will work at The Navy 
Yard at its peak, possibly in 
15 to 20 years, with private 
investments of $3 billion. 

Robert A.M. Stern Ar¬ 
chitects, creators of the 
original and revised stra¬ 
tegic plans, envision new 
and rehabbed commercial, 


industrial and residential 
buildings eventually ex¬ 
tending to the waterfront 
with a complement of sur¬ 
rounding parks and canals. 

“Any good master plan 
has to change as circum¬ 
stances change,” Stern 
said. “And in this case, it’s 
wonderful to work with a 
plan that is in many ways a 
victim of its own success.” 

The end of the Cold 
War spelled the end of the 


shipyard, and by 1996 the 
Navy had packed its bags. 
Roughly 7,000 civilian jobs 
were lost. 

After the Navy trans¬ 
ferred ownership of about 
1,100 acres to the Phila¬ 
delphia Industrial Devel¬ 
opment Corp., the public- 
private partnership began 
floating ideas for the site’s 
future. Four years later, 
a roadmap was unveiled 
to guide growth of what 


essentially is a city within 
a city at the southern end 
of Broad Street. 

The Philadelphia Na¬ 
val Shipyard, the prop¬ 
erty’s military title, was 
renamed The Navy Yard 
for its new life as the urban 
antidote to the cloistered 
office parks in the suburbs. 

“We started at a time 
when the suburban busi¬ 
ness park was kind of the 
model,” Grady said, “but of 
course what we’ve seen is a 
shift back to cities.” 

Like a college campus, 
the layout is conducive to 
workers venturing out of 
their offices. Shared park¬ 
like green spaces are hall¬ 
marks of the site, as are 
commissaries and cafete¬ 
rias that are open to every¬ 
one, not just employees of 
the building where they’re 
located. 

The model has proven 
particularly appealing to 
businesses from outside 
the city: almost two-thirds 
of the 130 businesses at 
The Navy Yard are new to 
Philadelphia, Mayor Mi¬ 
chael Nutter said. 

“The momentum... only 
has accelerated through¬ 
out the recent recession,” 
he said. The area has add¬ 
ed 60 companies and 2,500 
employees since 2008. 

The newest tenant is 
pharmaceutical giant Glax¬ 
oSmithKline. About 1,300 
employees will be relocat¬ 
ing from a downtown of¬ 
fice tower to an $80 million, 
208,000-square-foot build¬ 
ing by the end of this month. 

“Everyone really is ex¬ 
cited to be down here,” 
Glaxo project manager 
Ray Milora said. 


Smacked by recession, Greeks swiping scrap metal from rails, bridges

THESSALONIKI, Greece - 

When Greece adopted the 
euro, it poured billions into 
modernizing its infrastruc¬ 
ture, building spectacular 
bridges, highways, and a 
brand new rail transit net¬ 
work for Athens. 

Now, locked in reces¬ 
sion and crushed by debt, 
Greeks are targeting many 
of those projects, gouging 
out the metal and selling it 
for scrap to feed ravenous 
demand driven by China 
and India. 

Police say they now ar¬ 
rest an average of four 
metal thieves every day, 
compared to a few cases 
every month before the 
crisis started in late 2009. 
They are accused of steal¬ 
ing industrial cable, power¬ 
line transformers and other 
metal objects — triggering 
blackouts and massive train 
delays. The profile of the 
metal thief is also chang¬ 
ing, authorities say, from 
gypsies and immigrants 
living on the margins of 
society to mainstream 
Greeks who have fallen on 
hard times. 

As European countries 
dip in and out of reces¬ 
sion, global demand for 
metals has remained high 
due to the industrial rise 
of emerging powers, mak¬ 
ing stolen cables and metal 
used in infrastructure a 
growth market worldwide. 

Some 3,635 people have 
been arrested in Greece 
for metal theft between 


the start of 2010 and August 
2012, according to the pub¬ 
lic order ministry. Ministry 
officials said they did not 
have comparative figures 
for previous years, as cases 
were too infrequent to keep 
data on that specific crime 
category. But they confirm 
the robberies are becom¬ 
ing both more frequent and 
more brazen, a sign of the 
desperate times. 

The capital’s nine-year- 
old light rail system has been 
a prime magnet for metal 
robbers, with at least five 
major disruptions reported 
in the past six months due 
to cable theft that forced 
passengers to hop on and off 
trains as diesel replacements 
were needed. 

The trend has had lethal 
consequences: In early Jan¬ 
uary, the body of a 35-year- 
old man was found near 
Athens beside the tracks 
of a suburban rail system 
that services the capital’s 
airport. He had been elec¬ 
trocuted while cutting live 
cables, police said. 

Roadside crash barriers, 
storm-drain covers, heavy 
factory doors, as well as 
mining equipment, irriga¬ 
tion machinery and even 
cemetery planters made of 
metal have all gone miss¬ 
ing in and around Thessa¬ 
loniki, the country’s second 
largest city, amid concerns 
that previously law-abid¬ 
ing Greeks are turning to 
crime in growing numbers. 

In northern Greece, 
rogue merchants have an 
additional advantage: A 
763-mile border with four 


countries that makes it 
easier for them to dodge 
stepped-up police checks 
on local scrap yards. 


Police near the frontier 
with Turkey last month 
arrested 18- and 19-year- 
old suspects accused for 


stripping almost 1,000 feet 
of cable from street lights, 
blacking out a stretch of 
newly built highway that 
runs across northern 
Greece. 

Recent inspections also 
turned up another 300 
meters of stolen cable on 
a passenger bus headed to 
Albania, along with a cache 


of candle holders, snatched 
from graveyards and load¬ 
ed onto small trucks, that 
were stopped and searched 
at the Greek-Bulgarian bor¬ 
der. 

Police inspections for 
stolen metal have now 
become a priority at the 
country’s 12 main border 
crossing points. 

“We’ve had (metal) theft 
in the past, but there’s 
been a spike in the number 
of cases recently, with a 
greater number of criminal 
gangs involved,” Antonis 
Tzitzis, head of Thessalon¬ 
iki police’s department for 
crimes against property, 
said in an interview. 

Northern Greece has 
been hardest hit by the 
recession, about to enter a 
sixth year. The border re¬ 
gions of Epirus and West¬ 
ern Macedonia have a job¬ 
less rate of more than 28 
percent. 

Ordinary scrap metal 
sells on the black market 
for about €1 for 10 kilo¬ 
grams ($.06 per pound), 
slightly more than half the 
legal rate, while the contra¬ 
band copper fetches about 
40 times that amount.

haul, stricter gun laws and 
climate change legislation. 

Standing in Obama’s 
way is a Congress that re¬ 
mains nearly as divided 
as it was during the final 
years of his first term, 
when Washington lurched 
from one crisis to another. 

The president im¬ 
plored lawmakers to break 
through partisan logjams, 
asserting that “the great¬ 
est nation on Earth cannot 
keep conducting its busi¬ 
ness by drifting from one 
manufactured crisis to the 
next.” 

“Americans don’t ex¬ 
pect government to solve 
every problem,” he said. 
“They do expect us to 
forge reasonable compro¬ 
mise where we can.” 

Yet Obama offered few 
signs of being willing to 
compromise himself, in¬ 
stead doubling down on 
his calls to create jobs by 
spending more govern¬ 
ment money and insisting 
that lawmakers pay down 
the deficit through a com¬ 
bination of targeted spend¬ 
ing cuts and tax increases. 
But he offered few specif¬ 
ics on what he wanted to 
see cut, focusing instead 
on the need to protect pro¬ 
grams that help the middle 
class, elderly and poor.

Downtown Evansville is 
the optimal place for a new 
Indiana University School 
of Medicine facility offer¬ 
ing four years of education 
and training, a consultant 
said Tuesday. 

The IU School of Medi¬ 
cine’s current Evansville 
program, at the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern In¬ 
diana, serves students 
for only their first two 
years. IU by 2016 wants 
to establish a $35 million, 
100,000-square-foot loca¬ 
tion allowing students to 
finish their four years lo¬ 
cally, with residency op¬ 
portunities at hospitals 
in Evansville, Jasper, Ind., 
and Owensboro, Ky. 

Phase I of a study by 
Tripp Umbach, a consul¬ 
tant based in Pittsburgh, 
describes Downtown as the 
best general location. Offi¬ 
cials said at a news confer¬ 
ence that no decision has 
been made, however. 

Regardless of where 
the facility is established, 
it will complement ex¬ 
isting higher education 
programs in pharmacy, 
nursing, public health and 
other disciplines, accord¬ 
ing to Paul Umbach, senior 
consultant with Tripp Um¬ 
bach. 

“This can be an edu¬ 
cational mecca for the 
Tri-State region, for folks 
to come and get any kind 
of health science training 
that’s needed,” Umbach 
said. 

Local physicians, said 
Umbach, “are the lynch- 
pin of this program. They 


He did reiterate his will¬ 
ingness to tackle entitle¬ 
ment changes, particularly 
on Medicare, though he 
has ruled out increasing 
the eligibility age for the 
popular benefit program 
for seniors. 

Republicans are ar¬ 
dently opposed to Obama’s

Obama broke little new

Numerous lawmak¬ 
ers wore green lapel rib¬ 
bons in memory of those 
killed in the December 
shootings in Connecticut. 
Among those watching in 
the House gallery: the par¬ 
ents of 15-year-old Hadiya 
Pendleton, shot and killed 
recently in a park just a 
mile from the president’s 
home in Chicago, as well 
as other victims of gun 
violence. 

On the economy, Obama 
called for raising the fed¬ 
eral minimum wage from 
$7.25 to $9 by 2015. The 
minimum wage has been 
stagnant since 2007, and 
administration officials 
said the increase would 
strengthen purchasing 
power. The president also 
wants Congress to approve 
automatic increases in the 
wage to keep pace with in¬ 
flation. 

Looking for common 
ground anywhere he could 
find it, Obama framed 
his proposal to boost the 
minimum wage by point¬ 
ing out that even his GOP 
presidential rival liked 
the idea. He said, “Here’s 
an idea that Gov. Rom¬ 
ney and I actually agreed 
on last year: Let’s tie the 
minimum wage to the cost 
of living, so that it finally 
becomes a wage you can 
live on.” 


will be asked to teach, and 
they will be compensated. 
They will be asked to lead, 
to bring medical students, 
nursing students, phar¬ 
macy and other new pro¬ 
grams along.

Nationwide, “we haven’t 
increased the number 
of practicing physicians 
significantly because we 
haven’t increased resi¬ 
dency spots,” Becker said. 
“That’s why communi¬ 
ties like ours have got to 
start residency programs 
if we’re going to be able 
to keep physicians in our 
area. Right now, our com¬ 
munity is a little bit short 
in some areas/ We’re not 
critically short, but that 
will come. If we don’t do 
something now, we’re go¬ 
ing to be critically short.” 

Officials also envision 
the four-year program as 
being a driver of economic 
development and research 
initiatives. 

Lt. Gov. Sue Ellsper- 
mann cited a need to bring 
talented young profession¬ 
als to the region in medi¬ 
cine and other fields.

Clevenger’s 
departure 
was surprise 
to very few 

Clay Clevenger’s res¬ 
ignation on Monday to 
return home to Danville 
came as a surprise to very 
few. 

The benefit of suspect¬ 
ing this day would come is 
that there has been time to 
ponder what happens next. 

A solid program with 
four straight nine-win sea¬ 
sons, Henderson County’s 
vacant football coaching 
position will draw plenty 
of interest. 

The elusive goal of win¬ 
ning a state championship 
seems far¬ 
fetched in 
6-A football 
dominated 
by Trinity, 
which has 
won five 
of the six 
crowns in 
6-A and 10 
of the last 12 
in the state’s 
largest class whether it 
was 6-A or 4-A (before 
2006). Still the Henderson 
County job is a good one 
and the eventual finalists 
who earn interviews will 
reflect that. 

The most obvious can¬ 
didate is the one who is 
most familiar with the pro¬ 
gram and leading it in the 
absence of a head coach. 

Though still a young 
coach, Josh Boston is the 
senior member of the Col¬ 
onel staff. He had already 
spent one season as an as¬ 
sistant under Duffer Duffy 
when he was retained by 
Clevenger, who had re¬ 
cruited Boston to play col¬ 
lege football at the Univer¬ 
sity of the Cumberlands. 

In each of his six sea¬ 
sons on Clevenger’s staff, 
Boston’s responsibilities 
grew. He was named the 
defensive coordinator and 
associate head coach in 
2010 after Bob Lawson left 
to take the head coaching 
job at Lexington Dunbar. 

“The defense has con¬ 
tinually gotten better 
each year. This year he did 
everything on the defen¬ 
sive side,” Clevenger said. 
“He’s earned his shot and 
he’s ready.” 

Boston was already in 
charge of the team’s offsea¬ 
son conditioning program 
so an interim head coach 
won’t be named, athletic 
director Vivian Tomblin 
said. There’s no need. She 
hopes to have a new coach 
in place before the start of 
spring practice. 

Clevenger has already 
made his pitch — both 
publicly and privately — 
for Boston to be the next 
head coach. “For what it’s 
worth, I’ve thrown all of 
my support behind him,” 
said Clevenger, who of¬ 
fered his opinion to Tom¬ 
blin and HCHS principal 
Sally Sugg that Boston 
should be his successor. 

The main strike against 
Boston is that he has no 
head coaching experience. 
Neither did Clevenger 
when he was hired in 2007. 
Neither did Nathan Isen- 
berg when he took over 
the baseball program one 
year earlier. Tyler Smith- 
hart had only one season 
under his belt as a head 
coach when he was hired 
to lead the Colonel basket¬ 
ball program. 

Henderson County has 
a recent history of hiring 
bright young coaches. 
Each of those moves has 
worked out well. 

Like Smithhart, Boston 
is a Henderson County

graduate. He played in 
the program.

IOC drops wrestling from 2020 Olympics 


■ Decision removes one of the 
oldest sports from the Games

LAUSANNE, Switzerland - IOC 
leaders dropped wrestling 
from the Olympic program 
on Tuesday, a surprise de¬ 
cision that removes one of 
the oldest Olympic sports 
from the 2020 Games. 

The IOC executive 
board decided to retain 
modern pentathlon — the 
event considered most at 
risk — and remove wres¬ 
tling instead from its list 
of 25 “core sports.” 

The IOC board acted af¬ 
ter reviewing the 26 sports 
on the current Olympic 
program. Eliminating one 
sport allows the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee 
to add a new sport to the 
program later this year. 

Wrestling, which com¬ 
bines freestyle and Greco- 
Roman events, goes back 
to the inaugural modern 
Olympics in Athens in 
1896. 

“This is a process of 
renewing and renovat¬ 
ing the program for the 
Olympics,” IOC spokes¬ 
man Mark Adams said. “In 
the view of the executive 
board, this was the best 
program for the Olympic 
Games in 2020. It’s not a 


case of what’s wrong with 
wrestling, it is what’s right 
with the 25 core sports.” 

Adams said the decision 
was made by secret ballot 
over several rounds, with 
members voting each time 
on which sport should not 
be included in the core 
group. IOC President 
Jacques Rogge did not 
vote. 

Wrestling was voted out 
from a final group that also 
included modern pentath¬ 
lon, taekwondo and field 
hockey, officials familiar 
with the vote told The As¬ 
sociated Press. They spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because the voting details 
were not made public. 

The board voted after 
reviewing a report by the 
IOC program commission 
report that analyzed 39 
criteria, including televi¬ 
sion ratings, ticket sales, 
anti-doping policy and 
global participation and 
popularity. With no official 
rankings or recommenda¬ 
tions contained in the re¬ 
port, the final decision by 
the 15-member board was 
also subject to political, 
emotional and sentimen¬ 
tal factors. 

The international wres¬ 
tling federation, known by 


the French acronym FILA, 
is headed by Raphael 
Martinetti and is based in 
Corsier-sur-Vevey, Swit¬ 
zerland. Calls to the fed¬ 
eration for comment were 
not immediately returned. 

Wrestling featured 344 


athletes competing in 11 
medal events in freestyle 
and seven in Greco-Ro¬ 
man at last year’s Lon¬ 
don Olympics. Women’s 
wrestling was added to 
the Olympics at the 2004 
Athens Games. 


Wrestling will now 
join seven other sports 
in applying for inclusion 
in 2020. The others are a 
combined bid from base¬ 
ball and softball, karate, 
squash, roller sports, sport 
climbing, wakeboarding 
and wushu. They will be 
vying for a single opening 
in 2020. 

The IOC executive 
board will meet in May 
in St. Petersburg, Russia, 
to decide which sport or 
sports to propose for 2020 
inclusion. The final vote 
will be made at the IOC 
session, or general assem¬ 
bly, in September in Bue¬ 
nos Aires, Argentina. 

It is extremely unlikely 
that wrestling would be 
voted back in so soon af¬ 
ter being removed by the 
executive board. 

“Today’s decision is not 
final,” Adams said. “The 
session is sovereign and 
the session will make the 
final decision.” 

The last sports removed 
from the Olympics were 
baseball and softball, vot¬ 
ed out by the IOC in 2005 
and off the program since 
the 2008 Beijing Games. 
Golf and rugby will be 
joining the program at the 
2016 Games in Rio de Ja¬ 
neiro. 

Previously considered 
under the closest scrutiny 
was modern pentathlon, 
which has been on the 


Olympic program since 
the 1912 Stockholm Games. 
It was created by French 
baron Pierre de Coubertin, 
the founder of the modern 
Olympic movement, and 
combines fencing, horse 
riding, swimming, run¬ 
ning and shooting. 

Klaus Schormann, pres¬ 
ident of governing body 
UIPM, lobbied hard to 
protect his sport’s Olym¬ 
pic status and it paid off in 
the end. 

“We have promised 
things and we have deliv¬ 
ered,” he said after Tues¬ 
day’s decision. “That gives 
me a great feeling. It also 
gives me new energy to 
develop our sport further 
and never give up.” 

Modern pentathlon 
also benefited from the 
work of Juan Antonio 
Samaranch Jr., the son of 
the former IOC president 
who is a UIPM vice presi¬ 
dent and member of the 
IOC board. 

“We were considered 
weak in some of the 
scores in the program 
commission report but 
strong in others,” Sama¬ 
ranch told the AP. “We 
played our cards to the 
best of our ability and 
stressed the positives. 
Tradition is one of our 
strongest assets, but we 
are also a multi-sport 
discipline that produces 
very complete people.” 


U.S. wrestlers are blindsided by Olympic ouster

Rulon Gardner’s epic 
upset of Russian wrestling 
great Alexander Karelin in 
2000 remains one of the 
most compelling moments 
of the modern Olympics. 

Starting in 2020, young¬ 
sters looking to Gardner 
and Karelin for inspira¬ 
tion won’t have a chance 
to excel on the sport’s big¬ 
gest stage. 

Gardner and nearly 
everyone else associ¬ 
ated with the sport in the 
U.S. were jolted Tuesday 
when International Olym¬ 
pic Committee leaders 
dropped wrestling from 
the Summer Games. 

The move is set to take 
effect for the 2020 Olym¬ 
pics and eliminates a sport 
that’s been a staple of both 
the ancient and modern 
games. 

“It’s the IOC trying to 
change the Olympics to 


make it more mainstream 
and more viewer-friendly 
instead of sticking to what 
they founded the Olympics 
on, and that was basically 
amateur sports,” Gardner 
told The Associated Press 
by phone from Logan, 
Utah. “To get the death 
penalty out of nowhere.” 

The decision by the IOC 
to phase out wrestling will 
leave the U.S. without one 
of its most successful 
Olympic sports. 

The only sports in 
which the Americans have 
won more medals than 
wrestling is swimming 
and track and field — and 
those two have far more 
medal opportunities. 

Americans have won a 
record 113 freestyle Olym¬ 
pic medals, by far the most 
of any nation. Though the 
U.S. had slipped in recent 
Olympic cycles, it bounced 
back with a pair of Lon¬ 
don Games gold medal¬ 
ists in Jordan Burroughs 


— possibly the best wres¬ 
tler in the world — and 
Jake Varner. 

“I do think wrestling 
people are the strongest 
in the world, and they’re 
resilient. And we’ll come 
out of whatever happens. 
But short term, yeah, it’s 
sad,” 2004 Olympic gold 
medalist and Penn State 
coach Cael Sanderson said. 

“I just think of the kids 
in our program that dream 
of being Olympic champi¬ 
ons. And to think that now 
that’s no longer an oppor¬ 
tunity just so the IOC stay 
fresh and continue to ro¬ 
tate sports and whatever 
their plan is — it’s tough 
to think about.” 

Wrestling is also one of 
the most popular youth 
sports in the U.S. The Na¬ 
tional Federation of State 
High School Associations 
reports that the sport was 
sixth among prep boys 
with nearly 275,000 com¬ 
peting in 2010-11. 


“Wrestling is the Olym¬ 
pics. It’s the toughest, most 
grueling, most demanding 
and most humbling sport 
there is. It teaches you so 
many life lessons,” said 
Jake Herbert, who wres¬ 
tled for the U.S. in the 
London Games. 

Wrestling will now 
join seven other sports 
in applying for inclusion 
in 2020. The others are a 
combined bid from base¬ 
ball and softball, karate, 
squash, roller sports, sport 
climbing, wakeboarding 
and wushu. They will be 
vying for a single opening 
in 2020. 

USA Wrestling ex¬ 
ecutive director Richard 
Bender calls his sport “one 
of the most diverse,” with 
nearly 200 nations from all 
continents participating. 

“It is an inclusive sport 
which provides oppor¬ 
tunities worldwide, re¬ 
gardless of geography, 
race, gender or physical 


characteristics,” he said. 
“We look forward to tell¬ 
ing the story about wres¬ 
tling to the International 
Committee leadership 
and the entire world about 
our great sport and why 
it should be part of the 
Olympic movement for¬ 
ever.” 

The IOC executive 
board will meet in May 
in St. Petersburg, Russia, 
to decide which sport or 
sports to propose for 2020. 
The final vote will be in 
September in Buenos Ai¬ 
res, Argentina. 

“Given the history and 
tradition of wrestling, 
and its popularity and 
universality, we were sur¬ 
prised when the decision 
was announced,” U.S. 
Olympic Committee CEO 
Scott Blackmun said. “It 
is important to remem¬ 
ber that today’s action is a 
recommendation, and we 
hope that there will be a 
meaningful opportunity 


to discuss the important 
role that wrestling plays in 
the sports landscape both 
in the United States and 
around the world.” 

Rejoining the Olympic 
roster for 2020 seems un¬ 
likely. Still, former Olym¬ 
pic champion and current 
Iowa coach Tom Brands 
said the international 
wrestling community 
needs to fight this ouster. 

“It’s one of those things 
where your first thoughts 
are pretty bad,” Brands 
said. “There’s nothing 
more sacred to living than 
learning to overcome 
struggle. Wrestling is that 
equivalent, more than any 
other form of sport, recre¬ 
ation or entertainment. It’s 
worse than death because 
you can’t control death, 
and this is something that 
maybe we can control or 
could have controlled. 
We need to look forward 
to May and the process in 
September.”

■ The beautiful 
game becoming 
the dirty game

ZURICH - Soccer is falling 
under a cloud of suspicion 
as never before, sullied by 
a multibillion-dollar web 
of match-fixing that is cor¬ 
rupting increasingly larger 
parts of the world’s most 
popular sport. 

Internet betting, em¬ 
boldened criminal gangs 
and even the economic 
downturn have created 
conditions that make soc¬ 
cer — or football, as the 
sport is called around the 
world — a lucrative target. 

Known as “the beautiful 
game” for its grace, athleti¬ 
cism and traditions of fair 
play, soccer is under threat 
of becoming a dirty game. 

“Football is in a disas¬ 
trous state,” said Chris 
Eaton, director of sport in¬ 
tegrity at the International 
Centre for Sport Security. 
“Fixing of matches for 
criminal gambling fraud 
purposes is absolutely 
endemic worldwide ... ar¬ 
rogantly happening daily.” 

At least 50 nations in 
2012 had match-fixing in¬ 
vestigations — almost a 
quarter of the 209 mem¬ 
bers of FIFA, soccer’s gov¬ 
erning body — involving 
hundreds of people. 

Europol, the Europe¬ 
an Union’s police body, 


announced last week that 
it had found 680 “suspi¬ 
cious” games worldwide 
since 2008, including 380 
in Europe. 

Experts interviewed 
by The Associated Press 
believe that figure may 
be low. Sportradar, a com¬ 
pany in London that moni¬ 
tors global sports betting, 
estimates that about 300 
soccer games a year in Eu¬ 
rope alone could be rigged. 

“We do not detect it bet¬ 
ter,” Eaton said in an inter¬ 
view with the AP. “There’s 
just more to detect.” 

Globalization has pro¬ 
pelled the fortunes of 
popular soccer teams like 
Manchester United and 
showered millions in TV 
revenue on clubs that get 
into tournaments like Eu¬ 
rope’s Champions League. 

Criminals have realized 
that it can be vastly easier 


to shift gambling profits 
across borders than it is to 
move contraband. 

“These are real crimi¬ 
nals — Italian mafia, Chi¬ 
nese gangs, Russian ma¬ 
fia,” said Sylvia Schenk, a 
sports expert with corrup¬ 
tion watchdog Transpar¬ 
ency International. 

Ralf Mutschke, FIFA’s 
security chief, admits 
that soccer officials had 
underestimated the scope 
of match-fixing. He told 
the AP that “realistically, 
there is no way” FIFA can 
tackle organized crime by 
itself, saying it needs more 
help from national law en¬ 
forcement agencies. 

The growing threat has 
prompted the European 
Union’s 27 nations to unite 
against match-fixing. 

“The scale is such that 
no country can deal with 
the problem on its own,” 


said EU Sport Commis¬ 
sioner Androulla Vassiliou. 

Gambling on sports gen¬ 
erates hundreds of billions 
of dollars a year, and up to 
90 percent of that is bet 
on soccer, Interpol chief 
Ronald Noble told the AP 
in an interview. Eaton, the 
former FIFA expert, has 
cited an estimated $500 
billion a year. 

The total amount of 
money generated by sports 
betting would equal the 
gross domestic product of 
Switzerland, ranked 19th 
in the world. 

Match-fixing — where 
the outcome of a game is 
determined in advance — 
is used by gambling rings 
to make money off bets 
they know they will win. 
Matches also are rigged to 
propel a team into a high¬ 
er-ranking division where 
it can earn more revenue. 

FIFA has estimated that 
organized crime takes in 
as much as $15 billion a 
year by fixing matches. In 
Italy alone, a recent rig¬ 
ging scandal is estimated 
to have produced $2.6 bil¬ 
lion for the Camorra and 
the Mafia crime syndi¬ 
cates, Eaton said. 

Soccer officials are 
well aware that repeated 
match-fixing will under¬ 
mine the integrity of their 
sport, driving away spon¬ 
sors and reducing the bil- 
lion-dollar value of lucra¬ 
tive TV contracts. 

FIFA earned $2.4 billion 
in broadcast sales linked 
to the 2010 World Cup in 
South Africa.

“I 
think it’s her day tomor¬ 
row, and we can hopefully 


celebrate 
it with her. 
Hopefully, 
she’ll get a 
goal to con¬ 
tinue her 
strength 
and her 
power.” 

Kristine 
Lilly tops 
the U.S. list with 352 ap¬ 
pearances. Defender 
Christie Rampone was set 
for her 278th on Wednes¬ 
day night, while the others 
include Hamm (275), Julie 
Foudy (272), Joy Fawcett 
(239), Tiffeny Milbrett 
(204) and Kate Markgraf 
( 201 ). 

“She’s an amazing, 
amazing player and an 
amazing person,” de¬ 
fender Ali Krieger said. 
“Great role model for this 
team, and she’s our lead¬ 
er. She’s one of the best 
forwards in the world, 
obviously the best play¬ 
er this past year in the 
world, and we’re lucky 
to have her. She’s going 
strong, and I hope that 
we win for her and this 
team and that she scores 
a few goals just to make 
it 10 times better.” 

Wambach credits be¬ 
ing the youngest of seven 
for understanding the 
approach needed to play 
within a team and great 
coaches over the years 
believing in her for allow¬ 
ing her to reach 200 caps 
in her career.

Economy has grown steadily over Obama’s tenure

WASHINGTON - The U.S. econo¬ 
my, the expected focus of Tues¬ 
day night’s State of the Union 
speech, is much healthier than 
it was four years ago. Yet growth 
remains slow and unemploy¬ 
ment high. 

In early 2009, the U.S. econ¬ 
omy was in the midst of a full¬ 
blown panic sparked by the 
collapse of a housing bubble. 
Companies were slashing jobs. 
The unemployment rate was 
surging. 

Auto sales in January 2009 
had reached a 26-year low. 

“You don’t need to hear an¬ 
other list of statistics to know 


that our economy is in crisis,” 
President Barack Obama said in 
his first State of the Union ad¬ 
dress in February 2009. 

The numbers were frighten¬ 
ing. 

Employers cut 794,000 jobs 
in January 2009 and 4.5 million 
from November 2008 through 
April 2009. 

Home prices plunged 19 per¬ 
cent in the 12 months that ended 
in January 2009. Eventually, they 
fell by a third overall before bot¬ 
toming in late 2011. 

Perhaps the clearest barom¬ 
eter of the pain was soaring 
unemployment. The unem¬ 
ployment rate was 7.8 percent 
in January 2009, just below the 
current 7.9 percent. But only two 
months later, in March 2009, it 


was nearly a full point higher — 
8.7 percent. By October, it had 
peaked at 10 percent. 

The recovery has been ago¬ 
nizingly slow. Consumers have 
been wary about spending after 
piling up debt in the mid-2000s. 
Local governments, squeezed by 
tight budgets, have cut 560,000 
jobs in four years. And until re¬ 
cently, an anemic housing mar¬ 
ket discouraged the home con¬ 
struction that in past economic 
recoveries had powered growth. 

Now, companies are hiring 
modestly but steadily. Employ¬ 
ers added an average of 181,000 
jobs a month in 2012 and 175,000 
in 2011. Still, unemployment 
remains far higher than the 5 
percent to 6 percent that econo¬ 
mists regard as normal. 


But home prices are finally 
rebounding as sales and hous¬ 
ing starts have recovered. And 
Americans are buying cars 
again. 

“During the last four years, 
the economy has stabilized,” 
says economist Sung Won Sohn 
of California State University 
Channel Islands. 

What has happened to the 
economy since 2009 likely 
would have happened whoever 
occupied the White House, Sohn 
says. 

“We tend to give a lot of credit 
or blame (for the economy) to 
the incumbent president,” he 
says. “The fact of the matter 
is, the U.S. economy is like an 
aircraft carrier. You can turn it 
around but not on a dime.

Platinum and palladium surged Tues¬ 
day on renewed concerns that supplies 


of the platinum group metals will shrink. 

Zimbabwe’s government reportedly 
gave platinum producers two years to 
begin refining the metals in Zimbabwe. 
That spurred speculation on Tuesday that 
production of platinum will drop, because 
the companies will likely have to build the 
refineries. 

Both metals climbed more than 1 
percent. Platinum for April rose $21.10 to 
settle at$l,717.20 an ounce. Palladium for 
March rose $12.80 to $771.40 an ounce. 

“The worry is that it’s going to restrict 
production,” said James Steel, chief com¬ 
modities analyst at HSBC in New York. 
“That was the prime motivator for the 
price movement today.” 

Platinum-group metals are widely 
used to make catalytic converters that 
filter car exhaust The majority of the 
world’s reserves are found in just one 
country, South Africa. But neighboring 
Zimbabwe also sits on large reserves. 

Prices for other metals rose Tuesday. 
Gold for April delivery rose 50 cents to 
$1,649.60 an ounce, while silver for March 
rose 10.9 cents to $31,019 an ounce. 

March copper rose 2.15 cents to $3,744 
per pound 

Grain prices edged lower. Corn fell 
6 cents to $6.9625 a bushel while wheat 
dropped 9.5 cents to $7.32 a bushel. 

Soybeans fell 10.7 cents to $14.2075 
per bushel. 

In energy contracts, benchmark crude 


rose 48 cents to finish at $97.51 on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 

OPEC, the Vienna-based organization 
which includes many of the world’s key 
oil exporters, raised its 2013 forecast for 
global demand to 89.7 million barrels, cit¬ 
ing “some signs of recovery in the global 
economy and colder weather at the start 
of this year.” It said about half of the 
demand increase over 2012 would come 
from China. 

In other energy trading on the Nymex: 

Wholesale gasoline rose 3 cents to 
finish at $3.05 a gallon. Natural gas fell 5 
cents to end at $3.23 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

Heating oil rose less than a penny to 
finish at $3.24 a gallon.

Dow doses at highest level of year, nears record

NEW YORK - The Dow 
rose to its highest close of 
the year, putting it within 
1 percent of its record. 
Stocks gained after im¬ 
pressive results from two 
big consumer brands. 

The Dow Jones indus¬ 
trial average closed up 
47.46 to 14,018.70 Tuesday. 
That is 146 points from its 
record close of14,164.53 set 
in October 2007. The Stan¬ 
dard & Poor’s 500 gained 


2.42 points to 1,519.43, also 
close to its record. 

In a quiet day of trade, 
stocks were driven higher 
by beauty products maker 
Avon and luxury clothing 
and accessories company 
Michael Kors, whose re¬ 
sults impressed investors. 
Consumer spending ac¬ 
counts for 70 percent of 
economic activity in the 
U.S. 

Financial and home 
building stocks also lift¬ 
ed stocks, led by Bank of 
America and Masco Corp, 


which notched some of the 
day’s biggest gains. 

The Dow has surged at 
the start of the year, log¬ 
ging its best January in 
almost two decades, after 
lawmakers reached a last- 
minute deal to avoid the 
“fiscal cliff” of sweeping 
tax increases and spend¬ 
ing cuts. Investors are also 
becoming more optimistic 
that the housing market is 
recovering and that hiring 
is picking up. 

The Dow has now ad¬ 
vanced 7 percent this year, 


and the S&P 500 is up 6.6 
percent. 

The 30-member Dow 
has now closed above 
14,000 twice this month. 
Before February, the index 
had closed above that level 
just nine times in its his¬ 
tory. The first time was in 
July 2007; the rest were in 
October of that year. 

Avon’s stock price 
jumped $3.51, or 20 per¬ 
cent, to $20.79 after the 
company posted a fourth- 
quarter loss that wasn’t as 
bad as analysts expected.

Reynolds American 
quarterly profit falls 

Reynolds American, the 
nation’s second-biggest 
tobacco company, saw its 
fourth-quarter profit fall 
54 percent on pension and 
trademark-related charges 
and other costs. 

But earnings for the 
maker of Camel, Pall Mall 
and Natural American 
Spirit cigarettes, exclud¬ 
ing one-time charges, 
rose about 6 percent as 
consumers bought more 
smokeless tobacco brands 
like Grizzly and Kodiak. 

Smokeless tobacco 
sales, as well as higher 
prices and productiv¬ 
ity gains, offset cigarette 
volume declines and 
increased promotional 
spending. 

Reynolds American 
Inc., said its net income 
fell to $139 million, or 
25 cents per share, for 
the three-month period 
ended Dec. 31, down from 
$304 million, or 52 cents 
per share, a year ago. Ad¬ 
justed earnings were 76 
cents per share, beating 
Wall Street expectations 
by three cents. 

Revenue excluding ex¬ 
cise taxes fell slightly to 
$2.08 billion. Analysts 
polled by FactSet expected 
$2.06 billion.

Airlines improve 
service statistics 

U.S. airlines were less 
likely in 2012 to lose your 
suitcase than at any other 
point in the last two de¬ 
cades, the government 
announced Tuesday. 

There were only 3.09 
reports of lost, delayed or 
damaged baggage for ev¬ 
ery 1,000 passengers, the 
lowest annual rate since 
the Department of Trans¬ 
portation started tracking 
incidents in 1988. 

Airlines also improved 
their performance in get¬ 
ting planes to gates on 
time. 

Last year, 81.85 percent 
of flights arrived within 
15 minutes of their sched¬ 
uled time. That is the third 
highest rate since 1988. 
The record was set in 2002 
at 82.14 percent.

Market unimpressed 
by Goodyear earnings 

Goodyear easily topped 
Wall Street expectations 
for the fourth quarter, but 
shares slid Tuesday with 
Europe dragging down 
the tire maker’s outlook 
for 2013. 

The Akron company 
cut its full-year outlook 
for 2013 segment operating 
income from $1.6 billion, 
to between $1.4 billion and 
$1.5 billion. 

The company broke 
even for the quarter, com¬ 
pared with net income of 
$18 million, or 7 cents per 
share, during the same pe¬ 
riod last year. 

Revenue was $5 billion, 
down from $5.7 billion last 
year as a sluggish Euro¬ 
pean economy led to a 16 
percent drop in sales for 
the region. 


Excluding charges, 
Goodyear earned 39 cents 
per share. 

Analysts surveyed by 
FactSet expected fourth- 
quarter earnings of 20 
cents per share, excluding 
charges, on $5.34 billion in 
revenue.

Ticketmaster allows 
digital transfer 

Ticketmaster will now 
allow fans to transfer tick¬ 
ets to friends or family dig¬ 
itally at no extra charge. 

That could save the 
hassle of exiting an arena 
to meet up with members 
of your party when they 
show up late. The tech¬ 
nology works with paper 
tickets and those printed 
at home, too. 

The company says it 
will incorporate the tech¬ 
nology into its mobile app 
this spring ahead of the 
summer concert season.

Coca-Cola’s profit up 
on growth overseas 

Coca-Cola says its 
profit rose 13 percent in 
the fourth quarter as the 
world’s biggest beverage 
company sold more of its 
drinks in emerging mar¬ 
kets and benefited from a 
shift in the calendar that 
resulted in two extra sell¬ 
ing days. 

The Atlanta-based com¬ 
pany said global sales vol¬ 
ume rose 3 percent, driven 
by gains in countries such 
as Russia and Turkey. In 
North America, its biggest 
market by revenue, volume 
rose just 1 percent, boost¬ 
ed by its Powerade sports 
drinks and bottled teas. 
Soda volume declined 2 
percent.

Four Loko ordered 
to alter packaging 

The makers of a popu¬ 
lar carbonated alcoholic 
drink guzzled on college 
campuses are going to be 
changing the look of its 
Four Loko cans to settle 
the government’s charges 
of deceptive marketing. 

The Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission said Tuesday that 
Chicago-based Phusion 
Projects will be required 
to put an “alcohol facts 
panel” on the back of fla¬ 
vored malt beverage cans 
containing more than two 
servings of alcohol. The 
panel, similar to “nutri¬ 
tional facts” labels found 
on foods, would disclose 
the alcohol by volume and 
the number of servings in 
the container. 

Phusion also will have 
to redesign cans of drinks 
containing more than 2.5 
servings of alcohol so they 
can be resealed and the 
drink wouldn’t have to be 
consumed in one sitting. 

The FTC had accused 
Phusion of implying in 
ads that its supersized 
23.5-ounce can of Four 
Loko was equal to one 
or two regular 12-ounce 
beers. In fact, the agency 
says, the can — which 
contains up to 12 percent 
alcohol — is really more 
like four to five beers.

NEW YORK-If you don’t 
like coffee or tea, Moun¬ 
tain Dew has a new break¬ 
fast drink that might perk 
you up. 

PepsiCo Inc. is rolling 
out a new drink called 
Kickstart this month that 
has Mountain Dew flavor 
but is made with 5 percent 
juice and Vitamins B and 
C, along with an extra jolt 
of caffeine. 

The company, based in 
Purchase, N.Y., is hoping 
to boost sales by reaching 
Mountain Dew fans at a 
new time of day: morn¬ 
ing. 

PepsiCo said it doesn’t 
consider Kickstart to be an 
energy drink, noting that 
it still has far less caffeine 
than drinks like Monster 
and Red Bull and none of 
the mysterious ingredients 
that have raised concerns 
among lawmakers and 
consumer advocates. 

But Kickstart, which 
comes in flavors such as 
“energizing orange cit¬ 
rus” and “energizing fruit 
punch,” could nevertheless 
give the company a side- 
door into the fast-growing 
energy drink market with¬ 
out getting tangled in any 
of its controversies. 

The drink comes in 
the same 16-ounce cans 
as popular energy drinks 
made by Monster Bever¬ 
age Corp., which also of¬ 
fers options with juice

content. 

And the TV ad features 
young men skateboarding, 
reminiscent of the market¬ 
ing themes used by energy 
drink makers. 

Simon Lowden, chief 
marketing officer for Pep¬ 
siCo’s Americas beverag¬ 
es, says the idea for Kick- 
start came about after the 
company learned through 
consumer research that 
Mountain Dew fans were 
looking for an alternative 
to traditional morning 
drinks such as coffee, tea 
and juice. 

“They didn’t really see 
anything that fit their 
needs,” he said. 

Lowden said Kickstart 
was developed indepen¬ 
dently from a Taco Bell 
breakfast drink introduced 
last year that combines 
Mountain Dew and orange 
juice. 

PepsiCo says Kick¬ 
start, which is carbon¬ 
ated, is also not a soda 
because its 5 percent juice 
content qualifies it to be 


considered a “juice drink” 
under guidelines set by the 
Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration. 

A spokeswoman for 
the FDA said the agency 
doesn’t have definitions for 
what qualifies as a soda or 
an energy drink. 

With the growth of 
energy drinks such as 
Monster and Red Bull 
expected to slow, Kick¬ 
start could also signal 
the emergence of a new 
category that plays off 
the promise of energy and 
other health benefits, said 
John Sicher, publisher of 
the trade journal Bever¬ 
age Digest. 

In a nod to the growing 
concerns about sugary 
drinks, for example, Kick¬ 
start also uses artificial 
sweeteners to reduce its 
caloric content to about 
half that of regular soda; a 
can has 80 calories. 

The promise of “ener¬ 
gy” has been a big seller 
in the beverage industry 
in recent years, with the 
energy drink market in¬ 
creasing 17 percent in 2011 
even as broader soft drink 
consumption has contin¬ 
ued to decline, according 
to Beverage Digest. 

PepsiCo and the Co¬ 
ca-Cola Co. have largely 
watched that growth 
from the sidelines, how¬ 
ever, with players such 
as Monster Beverage and 
Red Bull dominating the 
market.

All dogs in England to get microchips by 2016

LONDON - Dog owners who refuse 
to fit Fido with a microchip may 
someday find themselves fetching 
a hefty fine, the British government 
said Wednesday. 

All dogs in England will have to be 
fitted with microchips by 2016, au¬ 
thorities said, meaning that canines 
across the country will be chasing 
cars with a tiny circuit embedded in 
the back of their necks. 

Britain’s Environment Depart¬ 
ment said that the chips would help 
reunite owners with lost or stolen 
pets, promote animal welfare and 
take the pressure off animal shelters. 

“It’s a shame that in a nation of dog 
lovers, thousands of dogs are roam¬ 
ing the streets or stuck in kennels 


because the owner cannot be tracked 
down,” Environment Secretary 
Owen Paterson said in a statement. 
“Microchipping is a simple solution 
that gives peace of mind to owners.” 

Many British pet owners already 
have veterinarians insert chips un¬ 
der the skin of dogs, cats, and rabbits 
in a bid to keep track of their ani¬ 
mals. The Environment Department 
says 60 percent of Britain’s 8 million 
pet dogs already have microchips, 
which can be scanned and matched 
to their owners’ details. 

But officials say what was once an 
optional extra will become manda¬ 
tory in three years. Owners who re¬ 
fuse to fit their dogs with chips face 
fines of up to 500 pounds ($800). 

Horse owners have had to 
chip their animals since 2009, a 


spokeswoman for the Environment 
Department said Wednesday. The 
chips will remain optional for cats — 
because dogs are out in public more 
often than their feline counterparts, 
a spokeswoman said. 

Different parts of the United King¬ 
dom have different rules governing 
pets: The chips are compulsory in 
Northern Ireland; Wales is consid¬ 
ering such a move; Scotland has no 
such rule. 

Inserting chips into animals’ 
necks is a technique used worldwide 
to keep track both of domestic ani¬ 
mals and livestock, although rules 
vary according to country. German 
shepherds can bound across Berlin 
chip-free, but Chihuahuas in Milan 
and Portuguese water dogs in Lisbon 
can’t be caught without.

44th day of 2013. There are 321 days left 
in the year. 

Today’s highlight in history: 

On Feb. 13,1943, during World War II, 
the U.S. Marine Corps Women’s Reserve 
was officially established. 

On this date: 

In 1542, the fifth wife of England’s King 
Henry VIII, Catherine Howard, was ex¬ 
ecuted for adultery. 

In 1741, Andrew Bradford of Pennsylva¬ 
nia published the first American magazine. 
“The American Magazine, or A Monthly 
View of the Political State of the British 
Colonies” lasted three issues. 

In 1861, Abraham Lincoln was officially 
declared winner of the 1860 presidential 
election as electors cast their ballots. 

In 1935, a jury in Flemington, N.J. found 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann guilty of first- 
degree murder in the kidnap-slaying of 
the son of Charles and Anne Lindbergh. 
(Hauptmann was later executed.) 

In 1991, during Operation Desert Storm, 
allied warplanes destroyed an under¬ 
ground shelter in Baghdad that had been 
identified as a military command center; 
Iraqi officials said 500 civilians were killed. 

Ten years ago: Clara Harris, who’d run 
down her husband, David, with her Mer¬ 
cedes after catching him with his mistress, 
was convicted by a Houston jury of murder 
despite her claim that she’d hit him acci¬ 
dentally while in a heartsick daze.. 

Five years ago: Under oath and some¬ 
times blistering questioning, seven-time 
Cy Young Award winner Roger Clemens 
told Congress: “I have never taken steroids 
or HGH.”

One year ago: President Barack Obama 
unveiled a record $3.8 trillion election- 
year budget plan, calling for stimulus-style 
spending on roads and schools and tax 
hikes on the wealthy to help pay the costs.
